A couple of friends were then 
try ing to get Trum an and Taft 
together for a personal, face-to- 
face talk , minus publicity , in or­ 
der to pull our harassed and sadly 
disunited foreign policy off the 
partisan rock s. 
Telling 
Senator 
Vandenberg 
about this, I ask ed if he couldn’t 
help. Perhaps a statem ent from 
him, or a phone call to Senate 
leaders w'ould start the ball roll­ 
ing. 
But Vandenberg was sk eptical. 
“The boy s have the bit in their 
teeth,” he said, “and I doubt if 
any thing can stop them. No m at­ 
ter how m any times y ou call them 
to the W hite House to discuss for­ 
eign policy , I doubt if it would do 
any good. They

put.” 
He seemed tired, old, and quite 
discouraged. 
Look ing back on what has hap­ 
pened since then, I can see that 
he was right. 
Vandenberg’s Co o peratio n 
Vandenberg went on to say , in 
o ur telephone conversation, that 
when he was actively in the Sen­ 
ate, there w ere constant confer­ 
ences and genuine team work be­ 
tween the State Departm ent and 
his Foreign Relations committee 
As a result of this teamw’ork , the

w ritten and rew ritten about seven 
times. 
“It really was a bipartisan for­ 
eign policy then,” he said. “ But 
there doesn’t seem to be the same

P a rt of this, I suspect, was due 
to the fact that Vandenberg him ­ 
self was no longer in harness. For 
his grasp of foreign affairs was

Vandenberg once told me how, 
during the 1936 Republican con­ 
vention in Cleveland, Col. McCor­ 
mick of the Chicago Tribune had 
come to him late one night to 
urge that he run for vice-presi­ 
dent on the ALF Landon tick et. 
McMormick was then extremely 
close to Vandenberg. Both were 
strong 
isolationists, 
both

ey e-to-ey e on most Republican 
policy . 
The Michigan senator, however, 
refused. The incident illustrates 
the closeness of their friendship, 
w^hich later was brok en by Van­ 
denberg’s desertion of the isola­ 
tionist cause. 
That w^as the greatest political 
change in Vandenberg’s life. With 
V-E day , he saw 
that 
atomic 
weapons, long-range rock ets and 
big bombers had ended the tra ­ 
ditional isolation of the United 
States. Abruptly , he deserted the 
Chicago Tribune bandwagon. The 
Tribune, in turn, never forgave 
him. To the very end, its most 
scathing cartoons were directed 
at A rthur Vandenberg, the turn­ 
coat. 
In civilian life, the American 
people do not usually fete their 
political heroes. The politician is 
so close to the people that they 
see all his imperfections.
